Appearance of Edenton. 


Epuntron, N. C., May 22,1872. 

Leaving the hospitable town of Mur- 
freesboro this morning, We had a most 
delightful ride down the Meherrin to 
Winton, on the steamer 
at which point we took passage on ihe 
elegant steamer Enna, Captain Ainsty, 
which boat moved us down the placid 
waters of the Chowan, at the speed o, 
some ten miles per hour. [tas the first 
time your correspondent had ever tra- 
verscd these waters, and he must ac- 
knowledge the pleasare he experienced 
in viewing the splendid scenery pre 
sen‘ed to view on either side of this 
broad expanse of the Chowan. 

Nature at this season lends unusual 
charms to this section of the country, 
ani we find ourselves wishing that we 
were a river planter with abnndance of 
the good things ot life around us, 

The scene upon the boat to-day was 
rather amusing. You will remember 
that the Radical District Nominating 
Convention assembles in Plymouth to 
morrow, and on the boat were delegates 
to both the Radical and Conservative 
Nominating Conventions, from the sev- 
eral counties above this place, and 
among the Radical ring we noticed the 
inevitable Congressman, Butler’s corn- 
cobb, backed by a host of Federal of- 
fice-holders, Who have doubtless come 
down to force Cobb’s nomination, Col. 
Carrow and one or two of his detectives 
being of the party. We must think 


fCobb’s chances for the nomination are 


weak, from betng thus bolstered up. 
The commingling of the two elements 
to-day, afforded us no little amusement. 
It is more than probable that Cobb will 
be thrown over board to-morrow ; and 
McLindsay, the land pirate, into whose 
hands John Poot wished to consign Mr. 
Turner, Gov. Graham, John Kerr and 
Others, In 1870, stands a chance to be 
put forward. It is evidem that Cobb 
fears such a result. 

Tae attendance here to-morrow upon 


‘the Conservative Congressional Nomi- 


nating Convention promises to be large, 
and it is probable the mecting will be 
a most interesting one. The chances, 
we learn since reaching here, are pretty 
equally divided between the parties to 
whom we alluded to in « previous let- 
ter, Judge Warren’s name, it Is said, 
will also be strongly urged by his 
fricnds, but he is now in quite feeble 
health. The chances seem equal b-- 
tween Messrs. Jarvis, Latham and Car-— 
ter; and if Judge Warren’s name be 
pressed, he may secure the nomination, 

Judge Merrimonu will speak to-mor- 
row. We found banners upon. the 
street here this morning bearing the 
mottoes, ‘vo ouR Cuter, ‘MERRI. 
MON AND Victory,’ and other like de- 
vices, and the Judge was_ received 
most cordially by his many friends 
here. Hleis the guest of Major Henry 
A. Gilham, and your correspondent Is 
the guest of that elegant gentleman, 
Octavius A, Coke, Esq. The citizens 
evince that genuine hospitality which 
is characteristic of the people of Eas- 
tern Carolina, 

Although this isythe oldest town in 
North Carolina, it presents a neat ap- 
pearance. The shade trees look invit- 
ing, at this season, and the ancient 
colonia! buildings we find here, remind 
us of those days when our forefathers 
were struggling to gain that liberty 
trom the mother country, which has 
since been destroyed by the misrule of 
a party which, to-day, so serely oppres- 
ses us. The Court-house here was iuilt 
under Colonial rule, and its material 
was brought from England. The foot- 
prints of time are plainly discoverable 
on every hand, and ere long, this build- 
ing must give way to that march of 
progress which is now characterizing 
the American people. There are other 
buildings here equally as old, but we 
have not the time to speak of them in 
detail at present. 

As far us we have seen, the East is all 
right politically, and will be heard from 
in thundering tones in August.

NEw York, May 24. 
The National Workingmen’s Conven- 

tion to nominate President and Vice- 
President of the United States, met 
yesterday, in accordance with a 
oof the Workingmen’s Central 
Union of the State of New York. The 
Convention was called to order at two 
twenty, by Co]. Hedmond, of New Jer— 
sey, who was elected temporary chair- 
man. ‘The usual committees were ap- 
pointed, - A call of the ro!l showed del- 
egates from thirty States to the number 
of over two bundred. A permanent or- 
@anization was effected by the election 
of Col. Gibbons, of New York, as 
chairman. Col. Gibbons, on taking 
the chair, eulogized Grant’s recent ac- 
tion in regard to the eight hour law. 
He reviewed his policy and said he was 
the only man who could be trusted by 
the working classes. A series of resolu- 
tions were revorted, embodying the fol- 
ing principles: Reduction of the Na- 
tion debt-—-the unconditional settle- 
ment of the Alabama claims—enforce- 
ment of the eight hours Jaw-—low 
rate of interest as common National 
law. Encouragement of ship building 
giving the United States mails exclu- 
sively to American built ships, and sym- 
pathy with nations struggling under op- 
pression. L. M. McGree, of New York, 
recommended President Grant for re 
nomination. ‘The Missouri delegation 
recommended Hor.ce Greeley. On 
taking the - ballot, ‘rant received two 
hundred and four votes and Greeley five 
votes. The nomination of Grant was 
then made unanimous. Senator Henry 
Wilson was then nominated for Vice 
President by the following balot: 
Wilson one hundred and sixty, Edwin 
D. Morgan twenty-five, Colfax twenty 
five.

Mere about Dr. Livingstone, the 

African Explorer. 
A correspondent of the New York 
Herald, at Zanzibar, Africa, writes that 
one of the principal Arabs of Ujiii, left 
that place on the 12th of January, and 
reported to Sheik Ben Nasid, an im- 
portant personage in Unyemwemba, 
that Mr. Stanley, the Z/erald’s chief of 
the Livingstone expedition, had reached 
Ujiji fifty days before. The messenger 
left by a circnitous route, which le was 
compelled to take on account of trouble 
on the regular caravan route. At the 
time of Mr. Stanley’s arrival, Dr. Liv- 
ingstone was not at Ujiji. He had been 
traveling in the neighboring country, 
and was distant some twenty days’ 
march from Ujiji, between Lakes Tan- 
ganyika and Victoria Nyanza, but that 
subsequently Dr. Livingstone had ar- 
rived at Ujiji, and he and Mr. Stanley 
were then together. This news was 
brought to Zanzibar, April 2d, by the 
Arab. 

Some consider it strange that Mr. 
Stanley, if at Ujiji when the messenger 
left, did not send letters by him. This 
is fully explained by the circumstance 
that he did not intend to go to Unyem- 
wemba when he left Ujiji, but started 
with an armed force to fight against a 
native chief named Misambo, between 
these places, and only came to Unyem- 
wemba because his fighting operations 
brought him near. Neither Livingstone 
nor Stanley have sent any letters, though 
it is presumed, of course, that had they 
known that acommunication was open, 
they would doubtless have availed 
themselyes of the opportunity. The 
news in regard to the health of both 
the explorers is only negative. Noth. 
ing being said about their being sick, it 
is taken for granted that they are well. 
The whole story, however, ts still unsat- 
isfactory. Nothing is said in regard to 
the fyture plans of the two explorers, 
and it is now nearly seven years since 
Dr. Livingstone left England on his last 
expedition. No direct intelligence has 
been received from him since 1868.—- 
Richmond Enquirer.
